TURN DOWN PLEA TO 


ABANDON BUS SERVICE 


Madison —(IP)— The 
Wisconsin 


Public Service commission refused 
to permit the Valley Transit com- 
pany to abandon its bus service In 
the city of Merrill and ordered a 
revised schedule of service and low- 
er rates in the hope of stimulating 
patronage. 


Officials of the bus company dis- 


closed at a hearing Sept. 10 that 
the lines have cost $30,000 In the 
last ten years but there were so 
many protests against the proposed 
abandonment that the commission 
decided it would not be in the pub- 
lic interest. 


It therefore permitted the com- 


pany to withdraw the 
application, 


reduced cash fares from 7 to 5 cents 
and ordered new service schedules 
compiled on the theory that a new 
operating system -will increase the 
number of riders and avert future 
losses. 
The plan Is to be tried as 


an experiment. 


DISBARMENT PETITION 
AGAINST DETROIT SOLON 


Lansing, Mich.—C/P>—A 
petition 


demanding the disbarment of Repre- 
sentative Charles H. Culver, Detroit, 
on charges of professional miscon- 
duct and malpractice, was filed with 
the attorney general today by Sen- 
ator Joe C. Foster, Lansing. 


Foster's action answered Culver's 


threat 10 days ago that he would 
seek Foster's disbarment on charges 
of "divulging 
professional confi- 


dence." Foster stated In his petition 
that Culver's disbarment threat was 
made through John Gillespie, Detroit 
politician, who with Culver unsuc- 
cessfully sought Foster's aid in-ob- 
taining dismissal of perjury charges 
against Peter A. Miller, former head 
of the bond holders' committee of 
the Federal Bond and Mortgage com- 
pany, Detroit.

We 
recommend they be forbidden by 
law 


Cass ^aid today the wardens are 


planning to object strongly to that 
and other parts of the report which 
they deem sweeping generalizations 
unwarranted by the facts. 


'There Is a feeling-,' he said, "that 


while some of the accusations con- 
tained In the Wickersham report 
may apply to certain individual pen- 
al Institutions they certainly do not 
apply to the penal institutions of the 
United States generally."

Ramsay MacDonald informed the 
house of commons today that parlia- 
ment will adjourn next Wednesday. 


He did not reply to a question by 


Arthur Henderson, new leader of the 
Labor party, as to whether it would 
be an adjournment or dissolution, 
but political observers agreed that a 
general election is likely to be held 
soon. 


By Wednesday, 
Mr. MacDonald 


said, parliament will have completed 
the emergency program. Both the 
economy bill, carrying out retrench- 
ments all along the line of govern- 
ment expenditure, 
and 
Chancellor 


Philip 
Snowden's 
supplementary 


budget will be enacted in the next 
seven days. 


The prime minister said also a 


short measure will be enacted to deal 
with food profiteers In view of the 
fact that prices already are begin- 
ning to soar in London. 


If the government decides to go to 


the voters the adjournment will be 
accompanied by dissolution of par- 
liament and a call for an immediate 
election with the polling late In Oc- 
tober. 


If the house is merely adjourned 


the government's plan will be to let 
the country settle down and give the 
people time to see the effects of the 
work it has done. 


Prime Minister MacDonald decided 


today to go to Seaham Harbor Fri- 
day night to put the question of a 
general election before a meeting of 
his constituents. The Seaham Labor 
party already has demanded that he 
resign. 


The cabinet went into session be 


fore noon to resume its efforts • to 
formulate a program on which an 
election can bs called. Its decision 
was expected; before JUr. MacDonfcld 
goes tt> SeahaA*-*H«rtfor.

mobbed and seriously injured Mon- 
day by students who bl.imed him for 
failure to obtain the intervention 
of the league of nations in the Slno- 
Japaneso controversy In Manchuria 
resigned today as a foreljrn minister 
of the Nanking government. 


Alfred Sze, Chinese minister to 


Great Britain and China's represen- 
tative In the league of nations, was 
named to succeed him. 


Events of the Inst ten days, which 


witnessed the occupation of south- 
ern Manchurlan cities by Japanese 
troops and the subsequent rejection 
by the league council of the Chinese 
appeal for Intervention, so weakened 
Dr. Wang's standing -with leaders of 
the Kuomintang, dominant Chinese 
political party, that he found reten- 
tion of office Impossible. 


Pending the ai rival of Sze from 


Geneva, Fiank W. Leo, American 
born Chinese and former minister 
of this country to Mexico, will act 
us foreign minister. Lee, who wnst 
born In New York City, has been 
serving as vice minister oC foreign 
affairs. 


Shortly after the change was an- 


nounced 
a foreign office spokes- 


man stated that the alleged indepen- 
dence movements in Manchuria fol- 
lowing Japanese occupation must bo 
regarded as having- been instigated 
by Japanese since the areas affected 
were those occupied. 


Despite Japan'a formal declaration 


that she had no territorial designs 
upon Manchuria, tho Nanking au- 
thorities refused to 
believe 
that 


spontaneous Chinese independence 
movements could evolve under con- 
ditions of occupation.

NEW MARRIAGE 
CANON ADOPTED 
AT CONFERENCE 


Protestant Episcopal Church 


Makes First Change on 
• Subject Since 1808

Denver—(/P)—The adoption of a 


new_ matrimonial canon was cited as 
a major achievement of the fiftieth 
triennial convention of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal church 
as delegates 
prepared to wind up their business 
today and adjourn. 


The canon, tinged with liberalism 


and representing 
the first drastic 


changes in the rules of the church 
on marriage and divorce since 1808, 
was indorsed by the convention yes- 
terday. It resulted from a compro- 
mise In plans advanced by the house 
of bishops and the house of clerical 
and lay deputies. 
'Persons who have been divorced 


and remarried In contravention 
to 


the law of the church are given cog- 
nizance in the new canon. With the 
approval of ecclesiastical courts, op- 
erating through the bishops, they 
may retain their communicant stat- 
tls and be admitted tb "baptism, con- 
firmation and holy communion. 
' The canon provides for premar- 
rlage Instruction by ministers, who 
may not perform the solemnization 
service unless the^ have been noti- 
fied of the intent of the parties to 
the marriage three days In advance. 


May Void Marriages 


The ecclesiastical courts and the 


bishops are given power to declare 
null and void marriages which have 
been dissolved or annulled by civil 
courts. Annulment by the ecclesiasti- 
cal courts, however, must be based 
on one or more of nine listed imped- 
iments to matrimony, existing prior 
to marriage. 


The canon also provides that the 


bishops and ecclesiastical courts rec- 
ognize adultery as a cause for disso- 
lution or annulment after marriage 
The innocent 
party 
to a divorce 


granted on grounds of adultery may 
be married 
by a minister 
of the 


church, with approval of the bishop.

a doctor a license to practice medi-

But we li- 
cense a citizen to drive an automo- 
bile on the highways, and if he gets 
a little drunk or becomes criminally 
negligent and damages my property 
or person the chances are even that 
I'll have to stand the damage with- 
out hope of any compensation from 
the irresponsible individual who is 
clearly to blame for it.

Has Legitimate Place

They Flunk

It I* not enough to say. "This child 


Is unable to concentrate. 
He must 


pay attention or he will not pass." 
It is not enough to put the child in 
the slow group, or keep,him back, or 
dismiss'him from school because he 
cannot do school work. What IS he 
to do? . 
We are not through with a child 


when we put a label.on him. Nor— 
and this is threatenlnfgly important 
—is he through with us. He is going 
to live out .the -term of his life. He is 
going to stumble blindly through the 
years until .society in self 
defense 


shuts him up for the longest possible 
time, a.prisoner. The.whole situation 
is 'so unfair. 
• 
• • 
• 
- - 


The .child-who falls is unhappy. If 


he is an intelligent child, and many 
of them are; he suffers -keenly. 
In 
his bewilderment he makes all kinds 
of defense gestures, covers himself 
in all sorts of ways. 
He lies, -he 


cheats, he steals, 'he runs' away, he 
gets into • the 
strangest ' situations 


'and all because,society did not take 
care to protect him-and itself at the 
right time/ 
It is not enough to say that a child 


is bad; that he is an embryo crim- 
inal. It is not enough to hunt him 
down and shut him in behind stone 
and steel as an enemy. Not until we 
have done all in our power financial- 
ly, socially, everyway, to understand 
what is', making him go wrong and 
move heaven and earth to help him. 
When WE fail and acknowledge our 
failures, we can at least- have a free 
conscience. 


You see there are many children 


who cannot p,rofit by the 
school 


courses as' they stand. They sit in 
the classrooms, the teachers do their 
best, but the day comes when they 
are admitted ' failures. What th'en? 
Have we all the^powers of science, -of 
money, of education,- of knowledge, 
of understanding love to place at the 
disposal, of the failing children?' 
Have we done all we can. to discover 
the cause of his failure^ and , 'then 
bent every effort to helping him. afl- 
just himself? In soms cases, yes, in 
most of them, no. We have, neither 
the equipment nor the. understand- 
ing:.America "has wonderful .schools. In 
all the world there-'is none so good, 
so well eauipped, so well manned. In 
all the world there are no more de- 
'voted teachers than ours. 
But we 


stop too.soon. We do not do enough 
to salvage the failing children. If we 
•did there would: not 
be. so many 


young boys and -girls .loose through- 
out the country waiting,the catas- 
trophe certain- to fall upon them. I 
would -have every child accounted 
for, every last one of them safe. So 
long as an 'adolescent child is. in 
danger pf going astray we have not 
done enough. 


What I want Is an extension of 


school supervision 
with 
authority 


and responsibility vested In educa- 
tional experts and teachers." I want 
an opportunity for every child, quick 
and -slow, • good and bad, willing and 
unwilling. I want help for those who 
need help and I want it in whatever 
form the child may need it. 


I 'am hoping that some day the ed- 


ucational authorities throughout the 
•States-will follow, up the-career of 
each child to. the end which in this 
field is the attainment of self guid- 
ance and self - support.' 
It is not 


enoigh to lengthen the school term 
to lengthen the school day, to pro- 
lins school life. We must function 
education so that not a child shall be 
left helpless. 
It Is' easier than it 


seems. We have simply stopped too 
soon. Let us continue yet • a little 
further and we can save countless 
lives to usefulness and happiness.
